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Harry Emerson Declared 
to Have Put Murder 
on Raymond.

Harry Emerson, held as a suspect in 
the Illinois Central holdup and murder, 
has “squawked” on his pals and 
named the men who stole $1,800 from 
the railroad and killed Collector Dennis 
Tiebney, according to well founded re- 
port in police circles last night. 

It is said that Emerson has denied 
complicity in the Illinois Centra] crime. 
but admitted that he had been con- 
nected with the gang members in other 
jobs and knew the movements of the 
men concerned. He is declared to have 
named George Raymond, the gun man 
killed in a revolver fight with the po- 
lice the day following the robbery, as | 
the man that shot Tierney. Others 
said to have been named by Emerson 
are Willie Sharkey and Abe Schaffner. 
The police have been looking for them 
for ten days, but as far as known they 
have not been arrested. 

Emerson's statements have been 
carefully checked by a dozen detectives 
in the last twenty-four hours and ac- 
cording to the report, have been cor- 
roborated, both as to the movements 
of the robber gang the night of the 
holdup and the few days afterward. 

Inquisition Starts.

question suspects and take the state 
ments of crime victims and witnesses. 
A staff of court reporters also was in 
attendance, and numerous detectives 
baled witnesses and suspects to the 
Criminal Court building. A heavily 
veiled woman. who wept continuously, 
Was one person brought in by detec- 
tives. Several suspects were brought 
to the building handcuffed. 

Five other women, said to be friends 
and acquaintances of Illinois Central 
suspects, were subjected to rigid 
cross-questioning by the attorneys and 
police heads. 

The chief announced officially that 
Chapman and Clarke hdd made com- 
plete confessions concerning the Tra- 
vis pay roll murder. Clarke was the 
first to admit the crime after insistent 
questioning by Detectives -Hernagle. 
Kilgore, Ryan, and Russell at the de- 
tective bureau. They later made state- 
ments to stenographers in the prosecu- 
tor’s office. 

“Each of these boys is 17 years old,”
